• Congressman L«v«r began 


his Arkansas tour !early this week, 
in the course of which he will ad- 
dress cotton growers at all concen- 
tration points where the Mid-South 
is attempting to get the bulk of the 
1931 crop into the government co-op- 
erative. Hope handles four counties, 
and the meeting Friday night at the 
city hall is expected to be one of the 
largest in the state 


Mr. Lever is the author of the Cot- 


ton Futures Act, the Smith-Lever Act, 
and.was chairman of the House Agri- 
cultural Committee during the admin- 
istration of President Wilson. • He was 
18 years in congress, resigning to be- 
come a member of tho Farm Loan 
Board, which he now represents. 


His topic Friday nT^M will be, "Ag- 


ricultural Situation Today." Mr. Lever 
is especially Intcrpstcd in seeing cot- 
ton growers, whether borrowers of 
tho federal government or not, pat- 
ronize the Mid-South co-operative this 
year,

Theatre Bombings 
Continue Reign of 
Terror In Chicago 


Thirteenth Bomb Drops at 


Feet of Policemen 


on (Guard 


CROWDS FRIGHTENED 


Windows Shattered and 


Buildings Rocked for 


Blocks by Blast 


CHICAGO — (/P) — The thirteenth 


bomb, hurled at theatres, involved in 
a controversy between allied inde- 
pendent owners and the motion pic- 
ture operators union, exploded early 
Wednesday, at the feet of two police- 
men on guard outside of the Easterly 
Theatre, who kicked it into the street 
and began firing at the fleeing bomb- 
ers automobile. 


The 
bomb 
exploded, 
shattering 


windows in the theatre and 
other 


buildings within a block's radius. .

Boyd, who admittedly shot three of 


Sullivan's alleged companions in the 
kidnaping attempt, has been exoner- 
ated. Both Boyd and Sullivan were 
wounded.

Boyd said the kidnaping attempt grew 
out of a dispute between him and one 
of '.he men slain. 


Governor Favors Inter- 


State Meeting on Cot- 


ton Legislation 


LITTLE ROCK—Governor Parnell 


said Tuesday that he will sign the con- 
current resolution adopted last week 
by both branches of the legislature, 
inviting other cotton-growing states 
to participate in a conference to at- 
tempt to work out a uniform cotlon 
acreage control plan. 


The resolution probably will reach 


the governor's desk within a day or 
two. Arkansas 'members of the pro- 
posed cotton legislative 
conference 


were elected by the Senate and House. 
They arc. Senators W. H. Abington 
and Tatc McGec, and Representatives 
W. B. Graham; author of the resolu- 
tion; Archer 
Wheatlcy and W. H. 


Toland. 


The resolution provides that a simi- 


lar committee be selected to repre- 
sent each cotton-growing state 
and 


that the respective 
legislatures 
be 


"morally obligated to enact any plan 
upon which a majority attending the 
conference may agree. The governor 
said ho will send telegrams to gov- 
ernors of the cotton growing states, 
urging them to cooperate in the leg- 
islative conference plan. 


He said the plan adopted Monday at 


Now Orleans at a conference of Farm 
Board members, Southern bankers and 
officials of the American Cotton Co- 
operative Association, to hold 7,000,000 
bales off the market for at least a 
year will help tho market, but added 
that he believes tho cotton states win 
have to get together on a uniform 
acreage reduction law before any last- 
ing benefit can be obtained. 


Two New Buildings

$25,000 and is two stories, with ar- 
rangements for extending it to accom- 
modate tmice as many. It has four 
class rooms, a dining room and audi-

The build- i 
ing was named Jenkins Hall in honor 
of the late J. W. Jenkins of Pine 
Bluff.

It was the second theater bombing 


in two days, and the twelfth since 
the allied ind'epcndcnt theater owners 
association broke with the Chicago 
moving picture operators' union over 
the lattcr's demands that each theater 
must hire two operators per shift.

nor Huey Long returned to Baton 
Rouge late Monday from New Orleans 
dismissed highway police assigned to 
guard the executive mansion, and an- 
nounced that regardless of Lieutenant 
Governor Paul Cyr taking the oath of 
office as governor, that he would "re- 
main governor until next May."

No reason was 
given at the time, but when Captain 
Hathorn announced the demobiliza- 
tion, he said that the call was "just a 
test mobilization." • 


Governor Long denied that he had 


anything to do with calling the militia. 


"I didn't have anything to do with 


that," he said. "Some 
friends 
of 


mine possibly Colonel L. P. Roy, chief 
of the enforcement division of the 
highway commission,, may have got- 
ten scared and decided protection was 
necessary. 
Colonel 
Roy is an old 


militia man and he may have done it. 


"As soon as I found the highway 


police watching the mansion I sent 
them away. All I want to do is to fo 
ahead with my work.

When the confession was announced 


a crowd of several hundred presons 
which had congregated quietly abou 
the courthouse and jail during 'thi 
day assumed a-threatening- attitude 
and officers removed the prisoner 
Baltimore: '; ^.-.

'"" FlanJtetfby ^coragn; of "state police 
deputy sheriffs arid'' two Baltimore 
city police, Jones was removed from 
the jail, placed in a waiting automo 
bile and the caravan started for Bal 
timorc. No move was made by the 
crowd as it watched the transfer. 


Deputy Sheriff Randall Purnell re- 


counted the negro's story as told in 
his signed statement. 


Details of Tragedy 


Jones, he said, went to the Davi: 


home late Saturday night in an in 
toxicated condition bent upon rob 
bery. He had been discharged by the 
farmer several days before followinf 
an altercation oyer money, and hac 
jokingly threatened to "ge tevcn.' 
Purnell said the negro admitted. 


When he got into the house he 


found Davis' shotgun, armed himself 
with it and went to^ilhe second floor 
There, Furnell said the negro con- 
fessed, his resentment at being dis- 
charged and need of money "drove 
me crazy," 


He first fired into the bodies o 


Davis, 55, and his wife, Iva, 38, the 
confession said. Then he ' made his 
way to the room where the girls were 
still in bed and fired again. 


The shotgun jammed, he said, and 


he then fired with a pistol of his own 


After he had shot Elizabeth, 15 


and Mary Lee, 13, he clubbed the en- 
tire family with the shotgun, pistol 
and an ax he found in th ehouse 
Purnell said the confession declared. 


He then ransacked the house, satur- 


ated the bodies and beds with kero- 
sene oil and set fire to the bed in the 
children's room, but it failed to burn 
after he left the place. 


The bodies were found by neigh- 


bors who battered down the doors of 
the farm house, when the family fail- 
ed to appear Sunday or Monday, and 
Jones' arrest followed a short time 
later. In his possession was found 
money and trinkets which were iden- 
.ified as property of the Davis family. 
The shotgun also was found hidden 
under his bed, in an Ocean City room- 
ing house.

el of seed has a feeding value equiva- 
lent to three-fifths of a bushel of corn 
which at the prevailing price woiilc 
fix the value of cottonseed for feed- 
ing purposes at 20 cents a bushel, or 
approximately $12 a ton. If farmers 
have cattle to feed, he said, it wouk 
be folly to sell the seed on the markei 
at half its feeding value. 


He believes also that cottonseed has 


a fertilizer value at prevailing prices 
for potash, phosphate and nitrogen of 
about $11 a ton. 


Mr. Page said that farmers who have 


no cattle to feed can arrange with the 
Intermediate Livestock bank, East St 
Louis, 111., for loans to buy fcede: 
cattle if they have the feed. 


From replies received to 487 ques 


(ionnaircs sent out by Mr. Page, there 
seems fo be great variance in the 
charges made for ginning cotton. The 
prices range 
from one gin which 


charges only $2.35 a bale to two which 
charges $6 a bale. A olal of 127 gins 
charge $4 
abalc, 79 charge $4.25 


bale, 60 charge $3 a bale, 41 charge 
$5.25 and 40 charge $4.50 a bale. 


Out of this number, 222 ginners 


make no reduction for dirt and trash 
n the seed, where seed is purchased 
50 deduct 50 pounds, 23 deduct five 
per cent, 16 deduct two per cent, 16 
deduct 10 per cent and 12 deduct 25 
pounds. Three deduct only one per 
:ent and others up to six per cent. 
The price paid by oil mills for seed

Dr. Brough sketched the history of'-the majofioanics of 


the United States, 18%7,.1878, 1893, ISO? and 1 §29^81 and 
showed the forces m*KJAg.f<tf a returmto normalcy after 
each financial disturbance. 


He said that there were^already potent forces iin our 


nation indicating a psychology of fear among mantifatturers, 
jobbers, an dwholesalers; a tendency in cettaain linestfor mass 
consumption to match mass production; th«,organization of 
a'banking syndicate of half a'billioti dollars for the purpose 
of absorbing slow assets;'theAdjustment of expenditures to 
income, and the cultivation of a "live at home spirit," reflec- 
ted in the fact that the,larders and pantries of an agricul- 
tural commonwealth are full. 


He inveighed against the government-entering the field 


of business, pointing out that private initiative had always 
been the bulwark of'American prosperity. He pointed out 
thatfthe law of supply ^and demand was as inexorable'as the 
law of ^gravitation, that Only one financier in all history1 had 
ever successfully suspended it—Joseph in 'Egypt—and that 
the cataclysm following.in the wake of the World war was 
due'to the organization of industry by the government in forc- 
e'd channels of production. 
» 


Dr. Brough stated.that the University of Arkansas had 


a record enrollment of hiore than 1;800 students at Fayette- 
vjlle, and predicted the construction' of two magnificent new 
bdildings—the library and science building—by the end of 
this collegiate sessiori^believing that the bonds would be sold 
in'November. 


He/referred to vHope High School as "ohe of the most 


magnificent school buildings in the South, equipped as it is 
•with an electric radio which is only found is six of the schools, 
of'the-South" :and lauded Miss Beryl Henry, superintendent;

It is an all-metal, experimental Mar- 


tin plane, the largest flying boat Built 
for the navy since the NE ships which 
took part in the first successful trans- 
Atlantic flight in 1919. 


While its dimensions and perform- 


ance will remain a navy secret for a 
year, the bureau of aeronautics has 
announced that the plane is designed 
for long cruises and the carrying b? 
heavy, loads.

The plane is equipped like a sur- 


face craft and has quarters installed 
for its crew. Several standard navy 


bunks have been fitted, facilities ore 
provided for fresh water and cook- 
ing, an dthe plane can be provisioned 
so its crew may live on board during 
extended operations. 


It is a monoplane wltn three cowled 


engines driving three-bladed 
pro- 


•pellers. Two of the engines are fared 
into the leading edge of the wing 
while the third is mounted above the 
center. 


In the nose ofthc'boa't is a machine 


gunner's cockpit behind which is space 
for pilot and navigator. Farther aft 
is space for the remainder of the crew, 
bringing the total members to five. 


Part of the equipment is an anchor 


gear for mooring the plane even und- 
er extreme conditions 
of wind and 


water, eliminating the use of a hang- 
ar except for overhaul and storage. 


Radio equipment is provided for 


communicating with other naval units 
and for emergnecy use when "the 
plane is on the water.

Cotton Yields 231 


Pounds Per Acre 


The Highest Production on 


Record According to 


Crop Statistician 


O.ITTLE ROCK.-(JT>)-Arkansas' es- 
timated cotton yield of 231 pounds 
per acre is one of the highest on rec- 
ord in the office of the federal-state 
crop statistician here. 


The yield, C. S. Bouton, statistician, 


said is 62 ponunds above the 10-year 
average of 169 pounds. Last year fthe 
yield.was only 107 pounds per acre. 


The state's crop of' 1,750,000 bales of 


500 pounds gross weight on the 3,- 
621,000. acres left for harvest was es- 
timated by the crop reporting board 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture from reports furnished by 
crop correspondents on October 1. 


Placing Arkansas second only to 


Texas in cotton production, the esti- 
mated production is 247,000 bales above 
that indicated on September 1, and is 
the largest cotton crop ever produc- 
ed in the state. The previous high 
production was in 125 when 1,603,000 
bales were harvested. 


The reported condition at 80 per 


cent of normal compared with 34 per 
cent a year ago and a 10-year aver- 
age of 57 per cent. On September 1, 
correspondents reported a 75 per cent 
condition. Practically all sections of 
the state showed a higher figure for 
October 1 than for September 1. 


Weather conditions during Septem- 


ber, Mr. Bouton said, were ideal for 
maturing the crop. There were some 
complaints, he said, of premature 
opening in the uplands, causing small- 
er bolls and shorter lint than was ex- 
pected, but added this was more than 
offset by the favorable effects of the 
•warm dry weather on the bottom land 
cotton. 


Ginnings in the state to October 1, 


as released by the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, were 268,764, compared with 2G4,- 
234 bales ginned to the same date last 
year.

Uncle Sam's forest products labora- 
tory, says that the record height for 
trees appears to be held by the Doug- 
las fir and not the redwood as is com- 
monly believed. 


A felled fir tree in 100 measured 380 


feet by the steel tape route. Anoth- 
er in British Columbia was reported 
to have been 417 feet high. The tall- 
est known redwood Tiemann says, is 
still standing and is believed to reach 
between 359 and 368 feet.

Union Compress Already 


Has Nearly Reached 


the 1930 Total

A big crop mentis n big year for 


the Union Compress & Warehouse Co, 
no matter what price cotton Is selling 
for.Tho compress and warehouse are 
one of the most important units along 
the road King Cotton travels on his 
way from Southern planters' fields to 
the textile mills of the United States 
nnd Europe. Here the cotton is pre- 
pared for its journey by rail and wat- 


The Hope plant reduces the bit 


bales of cotton

densities 


"standard1 for ordinary rail shipment 
and "high density," generally for ship- 
ment by steamboat. In the "high den- 
sity" compress an ordinary bale i 
pressed still more tightly, to take up 
less room in shipment. 


Shippers and railroad lines interest 


themselves in the compressing of cot- 
ton, for properly handled it saves the 
carriers money. Frequently a railroat 
or steamship cotton 
will 
pay the 


charges for making "high density' 
bales out of "standard" bales. 


Up to last year the Union Compress 


& Warehouse Co. 'made a small charge 
for converting low-density or standarc 
bales into high-density bales, but the 
service is performed free this season. 


This will be one of the greatest 


years in the history of the local com- 
press business, H. O. Kylcr, manager, 
said at the plant Wednesday. The 
Union compress will handle a total 
of about 75,000 bales mis season, he 
believes, compared with 32,000 bales 
last year. 


He has received up to Wednesday 


morning a total of 27,000 bales, against 
12,000 bales at the same time last year, 
and within 5,000 bales of his season 
total for last year. 


The compress already has 
stored 


20,000 bales here. Its normal capacity 
is about 25,000, but additional storage 
is to be provided. 


The local plant formerly was own- 


ed and operated by the Hope Com- 
press company, but in 1926 the Un- 
ion Compress & Warehouse Co. ac- 
quired it. Union Compress is a South- 
ern concern headed by W. E. Chcairs, 
of Memphis, as president. It operates 
16 presses, principally in Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Mississippi, but with a 
single large on in Tennessee also. 


The Hope plant, under management 


of Mr. Kyler, concentrates a vast 
amount of cotton in this city each 
season, an amount normally equal to 
three times the total production of 
Hempstcad county.
